FOR THE first time Canada by her 
own decision has proclaimed a State 
of War. 

This was teh message broadcast 
Sunday September 10th from the Do- 
minion Parliament at Ottawa. Canad- 
jians generally were pretty much as- 
Fured this would be the result of the 
fpecial session of Parliament sum- 
moned by Premier Mackenzie King 
last week. 

As in Britain one week previous 
when the declaration was made by the 
Mother Country so in Canada Sunday 
Sept. 3 and Sept. 10, the people in 
general heard the message with a 
guietly solemn realization of the tre- 
mendous significance of all that was 
involved,

| Recently a successful farmer asked 
what could be done to protect his 
farm from drift that is quite sure to 
; occur thise winter from his neighbors 
'farms. ‘he farms adjoining him, he 
States, are summer-fallowed in large 
j blocks and from previous experience 
‘he is quite sure they will drift  ser- 
iously this winter and will involve his 
farm, There are many such situations 
‘as this that one observes in various 
Parts of the wheat growing areas— a 
| condition that must demand some ac- 
tion, 

This farmer suggests rigorous leg- 
islation to make the owners of drift- 
ing lands responsible for all damage 
done to adjoining farms, Perhaps 
there is justification for such a_ de- 
mnand as there 1s little excuse for per- 
mitting land to drift in an uncontrol- 
led way. There are so many comparat- 
ively easy and inexpensive methods of 


preventing drifting that there is no! 


reason for anyone permitting a field 
to blow. In the first place, no one 
should summerfallow in large blocks 
in southern Alberta. Secondly, the 
summer-fallowing can be conducted 
in such a way as to leave fields that 
are fallowed in strips in a fairly safe 
situation. Thirdly, if a field has not 
been properly summer fallowed it is 
quite simple to list it in the fall ina 
way that will give ample protection 
through the winter. 

It {s too late this year to strip farm 
tields that have already been fallow- 
ed in large blocks or to properly till 
fallows that have not received satis- 
factory treatment. This does not mean 
however, that nothing can be done. 

In fact it is quite easy to furnish am- 
Ble protection to such fields. Listing 
is, undoubetedly, the most logical 
way of handling such land. Where 
soil has not started to move and the

If 
the soil is blowing badly it might be 
necessary to list the entire field at 
right angles to the prevailing wind, 
starting at the windward side and 
working to the leeward. On loam soils, 
this listing might be done with lister 
shovels on a duckfoot cultivator but 
on loose top clay or sandy soils re- 
suiring more drastic treatment, per- 
haps a corn lister should be used. 
With the ducktoot lister shovels, the 
furrows can be spaced about 4 feet 
apart. If a large lister such as a corn 
sister is used, it is preferable to place 


the furrows about 5 feet apart so as to | 
{leave a flat top on the ridges rather 


jthan a “V” shaped top that starts to 
leut off readilly. From extensive — ex- 
perience, the Experimental Station 
staff has had with listing in various 
parts of the territory served by the 
Station, they feel confident that fall 
listing before the soil starts to move, 
‘making sure that wide flat topped rid- 
ges are lef between the furrows, will 
protect almost any field, 

The cost of such listing is not great. 
Perhaps the strip listing of 5 rods 
with unstripped intervals of 10 rods 
{would cost not more than 10 cents 
per acse. If farmers having fields of 
this kind, that they think should be 
listed are not sure about the proced- 
ure, the Station staff will be pleased 
to consult with them further and if 
the farmers cannot secure a lister or 
listing shovels for their duckfoot cul- 
tivators, the P F R A _— organization

Oltawa, Seppt. 1b— Canada’s war 
policy can be forecast with confid- 
ence now that the Prime Minister 
has given to the House of Commons a 
complete statement. The main points 
are.— 

1— Canada will cooperate to the 
limit of her power and resources with 
Britain and France in the struggle 
now raging in Europe. 

2— The present Liberal administra- 
tion will not introduce compulsory 
military service, believing that the in- 
terests of the country on balance are 
against such a move, and that under 
the circumstances voluntary effort 
will be more productive than a regit- 
/Mented system. 
| 3— Canada’s contribution in the 
first stages of the war will consist of 
the training and sending of air forces 
jin taking over from the British fleet 
the protection of Canadian and adja-- 
cent Allied shores, in the manufacture 
{and dispatch of aircraft and parts, in 
the production and forwarding of vast 
}quantities of foodstuffs and munitions 
;of war. No large scale expeditionary 
force is envisaged at the present time. 

4— Canada will participate to the 
full in the economic warfare against 
Germany by seeking to prevent the 
shipment of any goods to Germany or 
the purchase of German goods. 

5— A determined drive to prevent 
war vrofiteering will be made, In a 
vassage of great vigour, Prime Minis- 
ter Mackenzie King branded those 
who would vrofit upon the misfort- 
unes of humanity as “members of the 
enderworld.” 

6— The Premier promised Canada 
that political patronage for contracts 
would receive his own personal and 
determined denunciation. He under. 
took to abandon all political manoeuy- 
ring in pursuing the prosecution of
